Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Y/areham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for 
the  year  19&3. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in  the 
district  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  district  at  mid  1 963  shows  an 
increase  of  1 ,429  on  the  Census  population  of  1 961 . 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  compare  very  favourably  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  Births  were  17  fewer  and 
deaths  13  more  than  in  1962.  The  number  of  live  births  registered 
exceeded  deaths  by  21 1  . 

In  view  of  the  concern  felt  regarding  the  increased  number  of 
deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  and  the  evidence  that  cigarette 
smoking  is  a  major  factor  in  causing  this  increase,  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  deaths  in  the  Rural  District  from  this  cause  during  1  9&3 
were  11  compared  with  6  in  1962,  and  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
from  all  forms  of  cancer  in  the  Rural  District  during  1  963  over  26 % 
were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THI  AREA 


WATER  SUP PLY 


The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  which  came  into  being  on 
the  1st.  April,  19&0,  control  the  public  piped  water  supplies  in  the 
district,  apart  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Water  Undertaking. 

In  the  areas  served  by  public  supplies  the  water  has  been 
adequate  and  maintained  at  a  highly  satisfactory  standard  of  purity. 

The  parishes  of  East  Stoke  and  East  Holme  have  the  poorest 
water  supply  both  in  quantity  and  quality  than  any  other  part  of  the 
district  which  has  not  a  piped  public  supply.  It  is  hoped  that 
eventually  this  area  of  the  district  will  be  supplied  by  extensions 
of  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board's  supply. 

The  extension  of  the  supply  main  from  Holton  Heath  to  Corfe 
Castle  by  the  Board,  when  completed,  will  enable  a  satisfactory 
water  supply  scheme  to  be  provided  for  the  Studland  and  Worth 
Matravers  areas  of  the  district. 

The  following  areas  of  the  district  have  a  piped  water  supply 
from  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board's  main  -  Lytchett  Matravers, 
Lytchett  Minster  and  Upton,  Bloxworth,  Morden,  Holton  Heath,  Organford, 
Sandford,  Bere  Regis,  Affpuddle,  Turner spuddle,  Bovington  Camp,  Wool, 
Winfrith,  Bestwall,  Worgret,  Carey  Estate,  Cold  Harbour,  Stoborough, 
Ridge,  Corfe  Castle,  Langton  Matravers,  Acton,  Harmans  Cross, More ton, 
Church  Knowle. 

The  following  areas  are  supplied  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate 
supply  -  West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  Keynes. 


Privately  Owned  Village  Supplies 

Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle 
Estate  and  the  water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 


Kingston  and  Kimmeridge  villages  have  small  piped  gravity  supplies 
from  surface  springs.  The  water,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kingston 
supply  which  is  chlorinated,  is  untreated  and  the  results  of  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies 
are  variable. 


Studland  Village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected 
on  neighbouring  heathland  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and 
give  consistent  highly  satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water 
is  very  limited  and  shortage  is  experienced  during  summer  months. 


There  has  been  no  major  alteration  to  the  source  of  supply  in 
these  areas  during  the  year.

I  am  indebted  to  the  Board’s  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  v/ater  supply  during  1  963  • 

The  Board’s  Southern  district  comprises  the  Borough  of  Wareham,  the 
Urban  District  of  Swanage  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wareham  and  Purbeck. 
The  water  supplied  by  the  Board  derives  from  wells  and  boreholes  at 
Bri  ant  spuddle,  Worgret,  Bloxworth,  Corfe  Castle,  Ulwell  and 
Church  Knowle.

Chemical  Analyses 

Frequent  checks  of  chlorine  residual  are  made  in  the  control  of 
treatment  plants  and  in  samples  taken  from  mains  and  consumers ’  taps 
throughout  the  area  of  supply. 


Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies 

In  addition  to  the  samples  of  water  taken  by  the  V/ater  Board,  the 
following  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  the  'Rural  District,  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Service  Laboratory. 

Public  Mains  Supplies 

A  total  of  5  samples  were  taken  and  all  gave  satisfactory 
results  -  Class  1  of  Ministry  of  Health  Report  71  • 

Private  Estate  Supplies 

A  total,  of  4  samples  were  taken  and  all  vjere  satisfactory. 

Private  Wells 

A  total  of  67  samples  were  taken  for  examination,  27  were  reported 
as  satisfactory,  33  as  unsatisfactory  and  7  as  suspicious. 
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ZEu1BJ\r L  AND  DRAINAGE 

Work  continued  during  the  year  on  the  Council’s  programme  for  the 
sewering  of  the  villages  in  the  district  which  have  a  mains  water  supply. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Corfe  Castle 

This  system  was  completed  in  November,  <963,  and  sewers  are 
available  to  all  but  a  few  remote  properties  in  the  village. 

Wareham  Joint  Sewage  and  Disposal  Works 

Details  of  this  undertaking  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in 
December,  but  delay  has  been  caused  by  the  necessity  for  a  Conpulsory 
Purchase  Order  on  the  proposed  site. 

Sandford 

The  Sandford  sewerage  extension  proposals  have  been  approved  in 
principle  by  the  Ministry  but  work  is  to  be  held  up  pending  the 
start  of  the  Joint  Disposal  Scheme. 

Studland 

This  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  September  but  a 
decision  was  postponed  pending  investigation  into  the  possibilities 
of  a  sea  outfall  instead  of  a  Disposal  Plant. 


Proposed  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes 

It  is  the  Council's  expressed  intention  to  carry  out  sewerage 
schemes  for  Bere  Regis,  Lytchett  Matravers,  Stoborough  and  Ridge, 
in  that  order,  after  Studland.

Remarks : 


The  West  Lulworth  sewage  which  is  untreated  is  discharged  into  the  sea  in 
deep  water  to  the  west  of  Lulworth  Cove.  Sandford  sewage  is  treated  by- 
sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent  filtration,  the  effluent  is  dis¬ 
charged  into  the  River  Piddle.  Bestwall  sewage  is  discharged  untreated 
into  the  adjoining  Wareham  Borough  sever.  Langton  Matravers  sewage  is 
discharged  untreated  into  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  sewerage 
system.  Briantspuddle  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge  drying 
and  effluent  filtration,  the  effluent  ultimately  reaches  the  River  Piddle. 
Upton  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent 
filtration,  the  effluent  is  discharged  into  Lytchett  Bay.  Wool  sewage  has 
similar  treatment  and  the  effluent  is  discharged  to  the  River  Prome. 

Public  Cleansing 
Refuse  Collection 

The  weekly  refuse  collection  has  been  maintained  with  some  difficulty 
due  to  shortage  of  staff. 

We  have  reverted  to  the  use  of  one  main  tip  at  Gallows  Hill,  except 
for  about  2  loads  per  week  which  are  deposited  in  a  disused  chalk  pit  at 
Morden.  The  tip  at  Upton  is  no  longer  in  use  because  of  complaints  by 
nearby  residents  and  the  Thrashers  Heath  tip  has  been  discontinued  after 
unsuccessful  attempts  at  composting. 

Cesspool  Emptying  Service 

The  demand  for  this  service  is  still  such  that  overtime  has  to  be 
worked,  despite  the  addition  of  Corfe  Castle  to  the  villages  with  main 
drainage.  Difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  sludge,  a 
tip  has  been  made  near  Morden  Mill  Farm  to  serve  that  area  and  Lytchett 
Matravers . 

ATOMIC  ENERGY  RESEARCH  ESTABLISHMENT ,  WBiPRITH . 

Liaison:  The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Liaison  Committee  which  was 

set  up  in  1959,  to  deal  with  health,  safety,  and  public  relations  aspects 
of  this  establishment. 

Disposal  of  Radioactive  Hastes :  Radioactive  waste  from  this  establishment 

is  conveyed  by  pipe  line  to  Arish  Mell  from  where  the  pipe  line  extends  two 
miles  out  to  sea.  The  Council  have  received  no  complaints  regarding  the 
establishment  or  the  disposal  of  radioactive  wastes.

Watercress 

The  programme  of  water  sampling  from  the  various  watercress  beds 
in  the  district  was  continued  during  the  first  few  months  of  the  year, 
and  in  all  a  further  99  samples  were  obtained. 

The  analysis  of  these  samples  revealed  a  similar  pattern  of 
results  to  that  experienced  previously,  with  those  taken  from  the 
inlet  ends  of  the  cress  beds  proving,  consistently,  to  be  of  higher 
bacteriological  quality,  and  those  taken  from  the  outlet  ends  having 
the  greater  amounts  of  B.  coli  (type  l). 

Samples  of  the  actual  cress  were  not  taken  during  this  series 
of  sampling. 
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HOUSING 


The  condition  of  houses  in  the  district  shows  a  continued  steady 
improvement.  The  amended  statistics  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
completed  in  '1  95 6  shows  an  increased  proportion  of  houses  in 
Category  1 . 

The  present  rate  of  building  appears  to  be  unable  to  satisfy  the 
demand  for  houses  in  the  district,  as  the  number  of  applicants  on  the 
Housing  List  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  an  increase  of  75  on  the 
previous  year's  figure. 

The  Council's  scheme  for  the  provision  of  1 2  units  of  accommodation 
for  old  people  in  need  of  welfare  supervision  at  Sandford,  comprising 
5  units  with  1  bedroom,  2  units  with  2  bedrooms  and  5  units  with  bed¬ 
sitting  room,  together  with  Warden's  quarters  and  common  rooms  including 
recreation,  washing  and  drying  rooms  and  kitchen  was  making  progress  by 
the  end  of  the  year  and  should  be  ready  for  occupation  by  the  time  this 
report  is  prepared. 

The  statistics  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  conpleted  in  1  956  are 
tabulated  below  in  an  amended  form  after  making  allowances  for  the 
construction  of  new  houses;  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses  and  re¬ 
categorisation  of  others  following  improvement  grants.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  case  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis, 
enteric  fever,  dysentery  or  food  poisoning  was  notified  during 
the  year. 

The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis,  and  the 
relatively  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  can  be  attributed  to  the 
effective  immunisation  of  infants  and  young  children  against  these 
diseases. 

The  following  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  -  measles  1  ; 
pneumonia  1 ;  acute  encephalitis  1 ;  respiratory  tuberculosis  4. 

There  were  25  deaths  due  to  pneumonia  -  22  of  these  were  in 
persons  over  55  years,  2  in  children  under  1  year  of  age  and  1  in  a 
child  in  the  1-5  years  age  group.  There  were  no  other  deaths  due 
to  notifiable  infectious  disease,  but  there  was  1  death  due  to  influenza 
in  a  person  over  65  years. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  1  3  cases  notified  compared  with  2  in  the  previous  year. 
The  13  cases  were  fairly  scattered  in  the  district. 

Whooping  Cough 


The  incidence  of  whooping  cough  continues  to  remain  low  and  the 
infection  was  relatively  mild;  1 5  cases  were  notified. 

Measles 

1963  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles;  473  cases  were  notified 
compared  with  50  in  the  previous  year. 

Tuberculosis 


Five  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared 
with  4  in  1  962  and  9  in  1  961  .  One  new  case  of  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis  was  notified,  the  same  as  in  1962  and  1 961 . 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  includes  all 
ages  up  to  40  years,  and  certain  priority  groups  who  are  likely  to  be 
exposed  to  special  risk  of  infection.
